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EUROPE- 

London, March 20. — The Queen 
slipped upon the stairs of the palace on 
Saturday and received injuries, but 
was able to hold council with the min- 
istry yesterday. 

London, March 20. — The Times 
correspondent at Berlin says that Ger- 
many and Spain are preparing to adopt 
hostile tariff laws, because of the fail- 
ure of a treaty. 

London, March 20. — The lord 
mayor applies for contributions to re- 
lieve distress in the western islands of 
Scotland. 

Dean of Canterbury has a letter 
threatening that the deanery will bo 
blown up at the enthroning of the new 
archbishop. 

High Commissioner Gait, of Cana- 
da, writes that the Canadian govern- 
ment would not sanction the emigra- 
tion to Canada of habitual paupers, 
but is willing to absorb destitute boys 
and girls in reasonable numbers. 

Dublin, March 20. — Piggott, pro- 
prietor of the Irishman, repudiates the 
statement of Patrick Egan, that ho 
(Piggoti) wrote him a letter threaten- 
ing that unless Egan gave him .£300 
he would accept an offer of X5000 from 
the cast-le oH'toials and publish an arti- 
cle charging the officers of the land 
league with misappropriating funds. 

Belfast, March 20. — The grand 
jury has found a true bill against Nu- 
gent and 12 other members of the Ar- 
magh assassination society, who were 
arrested in October last. 

Tippera RY, March 20. — Mayne, a 
Parnellite, has been declared elected 
member of commons for Tipperary, be- 
cause of the ineligibility of his oppo- 
nent. 

Dublin, March 20. — E. Dwyer 
Cray, member of parliament, contri- 
butes .£10 to the fund* to relieve the 
Parnell estate from encumbrances. 

Paris, March 20.— The govern- 
ment has negociated with the bank of 
Prance for a sextennial obligation of 
120,000,000 francs, in preference to is- 
suing bonds. 

Paris, March 20. — The government 
will soon introduce a bill in the cham- 
ber of deputies for the relief of distress- 
ed workingmen. 

Berlin, March 20. —The North Ger- 
man Gazette indorses the statement 
made recently in the Italian legislature 
by Signor Maricini, Italian minister 
of foreign affairs, and says that Italy 
never has been rebuffed by Austria 
nnd Germany- Both these powers 
welcome the existing friendly relations 
with Italy, and any suspicion against 
the peaceful policy of Germany is un- 
founded. 

Berlin, March 20. — Bismarck will 
introduce a motion in the bundeserath, 
proposing an increase of the duties on 
Spanish goods.50 per cent. 

London, March 20 — The Lady- 
Florence Dixie affair is puzzling every 
one. No clue has been obtained to the 
assailants. A gardener putting in ger- 
aniums thirty yards from the scene 
neither saw nor heard anything of the 
occurence. Lady Florence says she 
called to her husband for help. She 
states that she .should be sorry to att- 
ribute the outrage to the land league. 

London, March 20. — The Universal 
Arbitration and Peace society publish 
a letter from President Arthur ack- 
nowledging that letters were sent him 
commending the president's reference 
in his last animal message to the Ar- 
bitration society. They draw from the 
president's response that he sympath- 
izes with their objects. 

New Yonk, March 20.— The Herald 
to day gives details of a difficulty be- 
tween Washington Seligraan, son of 
a well known banker, and Baron Bre- 
chloeder, son of a Berlin banker, about 
a lady they met at a ball recently. It 
is believed the matter has been amic- 
ably settled, but the principals will 
not be interviewed. 

London, March 20. — At a meeting 
of the cabinot in Windsor, yesterday, 
Lord Carlingforu took his seat as lord 
president of the council, in place of 
Lord Spencer, resigned. Lord Car- 
lingford will also assume the duties of 
minister of agriculture, which are com- 
bined with those of lord president. 

London, March 20. — At a meeting 
at Glasgow last night O'Donnell, mem- 
ber of parliament for Duugarvon, in 
an address repudiatod the charges 
made by Forster against Parnell and 
the land league, lie advocates the 
organization of the Irish in England 
and America for the attainment of 
Irish demands. 

London, March 20. — The action 
brought by Herbert Chamberlain and 
Walter Chamberlain against the Len- 
nox brothers, members of the Reform 
club, for alleged libel, imputing to 
them misconduct calculated to prevent 
their election hi that club, haB been 
quftshed. 



LoN'don, March 20. — : The Americ- 
an consul at Casaabianca has lodged a 
protest with the British minister at 
Morocco against Amjel, the British 
consular interpreter, who caused the 
(logging of a Jewess and is being all- 
owed to quit tho country without a trial. 

London, March 20. — The Glasgow 
express, from Edinburgh, telescoped 
the train from Glasgow at the, new 
Central station this evening. Four 
persons were killed and many injured. 

London, March 20; — The .Standard 
states, on good authority, that the cab- 
inot is divided on the question of the 
construction of the tunnel under the 
English channel. 

Dublin, March 20. — Judge Law- 
son, in replying to the address present- 
ed by the Grand jury of Belfast, said 
he attributed the explosion in London, 
and the attack on Lady Florence Dix- 
ie, to the final efVorts of the scotched 
reptile lawlessness. 

London: March 20. — In the House 
of Commons this afternoon llarcourt, 
replying to a question by Captain O' 
Shea, said the police were carefully in- 
quiring into ihe assault on Lady Flor- 
ence Dixie. This inquiry was owing 
to the intention of the Parnellite mem- 
bers to press for an investigation be- 
cause of suspicions cast upon the Land 
league in connection with the case. 

Parib. March 2t. — Tissagary, a son- 
in-law of the late Karl Mark, and 
manager of the newspapers Licetoyen 
and La Balaille, has been convicted of 
inciting disorder and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for three months in default 
of bail. Dercure, formerly member of 
commune, has been arrested at St. 
Quentin, where he was about to attend 
an anarchist banquet. 

Belfast, March 21. — In the case 
of NuSeiH and twelve other men of 
the Armagh assassination society, the 
crown counsel will endeavour to prove 
the society was established by a man 
named Burns, coining from America 
for the purpose, and after Burn's de- 
parture Nugent became director of the 
society. 

London, March 21. — Right Honorable 
Anthony .1. Muudolla, member of parlia- 
ment for Shetlield, and vico-president uf 
the council, is seriously indisposed. 

The report that the Dean of Canterbury 
has received a letter threatening the 
deanery will be blown upon the occasion 
of the enthronement of the new arch- 
bishop, is pronounced untrue.

TTIE PUBLIC ACCOUNTSmEPQRT. 

Drowning men catch at straws; but Me 
and B. , in their efforts to keep afloat 
clutch at every bubble. The first report 
of the public necounts committee fur- 
nislles the latest evidence uf the desperate 
straits to which these otliceless men are 
reduced. 'J lie report in question is gross- 
ly misleading —perhaps not designedly ao. 
We will refer to but one item to show 
' how fallacious is the claim that the 
"financial position of the province is 
good." Among the assets is placed the 
sum of £78,t;r>7 30, which lias been ex- 
pended by the province on dockaccotint, 
and which, the report states, is repayable 
by the Imperial and Dominion govern- 
ments. Now Me & B.'s first estimate of 
the cost of the dock won $"400,000. Turn- 
ing to the public works report which was 
laid before the houso at the beginning of 
the session by the expiring ministry, it is 
seen that Mr. Morris' estimate of the cost 
of the graving dock is $753, 'JU4, -i" excess 
of noarly §300,000 over the first estimate, 
and of §253,9(54 over the subsidies. This 
excess is in itself sulticiently alarming; 
but when it is stated that Mr. Morris' 
figures are based on the McNamee con- 
tract, which has since been annulled, and 
that a select committee lias reported to 
the house that the dock work as now car- 
ried on is costing 250 percent, more than 
under the McNamee contract, it. will be 
understood that to carry the work on to 
completion will require at least $1,000,- 
000— or §500,000 in excess of the esti- 
mate. How, then, we ask the committee 
can they claim the §78,057 30 as an asset 
when it is an expenditure in excess of 
the §500,000 subsidy and will not there- 
fore be refunded at all I This one item 
stamps the report as stupidly or wilfully 
incorrect, and is another evidence of the 
way in which the ex-premier manipulates 
figures to fool the unwary. So far from 
the financial position of the province 
being good, it is decidedly bad. The re 
port should be returned to the committee 
for amendment. It would not be right to 
suffer such trash to disfigure the sessional 
papers. 

THE ACCIDENT TO HER MA- 
JESTY. 



Her Majesty's fall at Windsor Castle 
would have been a light affair had youth 
been on her side; but years are againat 
her and the shock to Her Majesty's sya- 
tom must have been considerable. The 
anxioty expressed by the London people 
to learn the latest bulletin from the sick 
room is evidence of the deep hold Her 
Majosty retains upon the affections of all 
classes of her subjects. When the aver- 
ago Londonor abandons his workshop and 
counting-room, declines to transact busi- 
ness, and gathers at the clubs and on tho 
streets, a more than ordinary emotion 
stirs his nature. London is in a fever of 
excitement over the accident. The worst 
is feared, the best is hoped. Her Ma- 
jesty will be 04 years of ago on the 24th 
ofMuyandthe effects of tho fall may be 
most serious. The latest bulletin, how- 
ever, was reassuring, and there is reason 
to believe that Her Majesty will soon re- 
cover.

The ball 
struck Haverstock in tho pit of the 
stomach, indicting a wound from which 
he died an hour later. 

New York, March 20.— Tho Sun says: 
In the first district of the Edison electric 
light company are 325 houses, which use 
the light. When the lights were first in- 
troduced last September they were exper- 
imental, and no charge was made for 
them. During two months since then the 
charge has been one dollar per thousand 
candles. The metres are carefully tested 
and known to be correct. Several houses 
recently discontinued the use of the 
light because the cost was greater than 
that of gas. 

CHICAGO, March lit.— Exhibits for the 
national exposition of railway appliances, 
which opens here March 24th, are being 
received in large numbers. Secretary 
Talbot to-day received a cablegram from 
London, stating that tho old ongine 
"Rocket," built by George Stephenson, 
and the first locomotive ever run upon a 
railroad, has beon secured.

THE ASSAULT ON LADY DIXIE- 



Cowardly Attempt to Murder Her 
Walla "Walking ITear Windsor 
Castle. 



Nrw York, March 19. — The Star's 
London special says: The whole United 
Kingdom has a new and startling sensa- 
tion in the shape of a reported attempt to 
assassinate Lady Florence Dixie, who has 
for a year past or more been constantly 
naggling the custodians of the land league, 
and insisting that they misappropriated 
large funds of it. Details of the attack 
thus given: Sir Beaumont and Lady 
Dixie were walking in a favorite part of 
tho grounds of their: residence, near 
Windsor, when Sir Beaumont pushed on 
ahead) leaving Lady Florence alone. Im- 
mediately afterward two disguised men, 
who, it is supposed, had been following 
her, assaulted Lady Florence, and one of 
the men stabbed her in two places in tho 
breast, but the steel ribs of her corset de- 
flected the point of the knife, and pro- 
vented her from being wounded. During 
the struggle that ensued Lady Dixie 
fainted, and on regaining consciousness 
found that the men had disappeared, 
l.ady Florence says that one of tho men 
thrust filth in her mouth, preventing her 
from making an outcry. Sir Beaumont 
Dixie says that he frequently received 
threatening letters during his residence 
in Ireland. 

The Herald's correspondent interviewed 
Lady Florence Dixie. She said: "I re- 
turned from Ireland six weeks ago, and 
came hero for the purpose of retirement 
and quiet, as I have a great deal of work 
to do, though at this period of the year 1 
invariably stay at our seat in Leicester- 
shire. Saturday afternoon, at a quarter 
till 5, I sauntered into a plantation, which 
adjoins tho fisheries, with my St. Ber- 
nard dog, and had reached a gate opening 
into Windsor road when my attention was 
first attracted to a soldier and woman pass- 
ing by. While looking after them 1 was 
addressed by what appeared to be two tall 
woman, dressed in long cloaks of dark 
stuff, and wearing veils, who asked me to 
tell them the time. 1 topliud that 1 had 
no watch upon me, and turned back again 
into the plantation. 1 was about crossing 
a stile when I noticed that the women 
had followed me. This roused my sus- 
picions, as tho ground was private, so I 
faced around to meet them. I had scar- 
cely done so when one seized me by the 
throat and struck me violently on tho 
head, and

I callod loudly for help, when they 
pushed clay in my mouth. I then saw by 
their clean-shaven chins that they wore 
men in the disguise of women's apparel.

QUEEN VICTORIA MEETS WITH A 
SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 

— 

IMMENSE EXCITEMENT IN LON- 
DON IN CONSEQUENCE. 



New York, March 21.— A London 
special says the injuries received by the 
Queen on Saturday by slipping upon tho 
stairs of fchs palace of Windsor while de- 
scending the stairs to lako a carriage for 
a ride, now turns out to be more serious 
than at first supposed. It in believed she 
will be confined to her room for some 
time. At the time of the accident her 
majesty and attendants thought little of 
it. The Quoen, after returning to her 
room and making an examination in order 
to ascertain the extent of her injuries, de- 
termined to carry out her intention to 
take a drive. On returning, when at- 
tempting to leave the carriage, she found 
she was unable to do so, and had, to bo 
assisted by attendants, who found it 
necessary to carry her to her room. H«r 
majesty's physicians were at once called, 
and upon examination found her knee 
badly swollen and inflamed; There is 
much uneasiness throughout the city con- 
sequent upon hur condition Crowds 
stand about the bulletin places eagerly 
watching and asking for news. A great 
number of business men put up notices 
of absence at their places of business and 
have gone to the clubs, newspaper build- 
ings and telegraph offices to await news. 
The newspapers all sent special corres- 
pondents to Windsor and made complete 
Arrangements for bulletins. 

The houses of parliament are crowded 
and the streets in many places are block- 
ed with crowds of laboring people who 
have knocked off work in their anxiety k<> 
keep informed. It is not believed by 
those who have access to authentic infor 
ination that tho Queen's injuries are ab- 
solutely dangerous in themselves, but the 
universal fear is owing to tho advanced 
ago of her Majosty, and knowing in what 
a delicate condition her health has been 
for some time, dangerous complications 
may arise from them. A bulletin has just 
been posted, which announces that the 
Queen is constantly attended by a full 
corps of physicians. The crowd sur- 
rounding the bulletin is so groat that 
those in the rear could not make it out 
and demands for a reader were made, and 
a man mounting a pile of paving stones 
cried the intelligence. When tho man 
motioned to make his first utterance, tho 
entire crowd, which was almost entirely 
composod of workingnien, uncovered and 
was still. The bulletin produced 'a most 
evident impression. Tho bulletin an- 
nounced that the knee upon which her 
Majosty fell, has become greatly swollen, 
and every effort was being made to con- 
fine tho swelling. 

11KH MAJESTY'S CONDITION. 

London - , March 24, 4 p. m.— It i« an- 
nounced that the Queen's physicians have 
authorized the statement to be made that 
her Majesty is in no immediate danger. 
The statement is coupled with the infor-

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 
Prayers by Rev. Mr. Stephens. 

REPORTS. 

Mr. Martin presented report of select 
committee on tho Clemitson claim, and 
moved that it be read, printed and bound 
in the sessional papers. Tho report 
states the claim of Mr. Clemitson is 
just and ought to have been paid. The 
clerk of tho house altered the report of 
the proceedings of the house, but by 
whose instructions he could not tell. 
Mr. T. B. Humpherys, then provincial 
secretary, directed that the report should 
not be bound with the sessional papers; 
but that gentleman would not appear be- 
fore tho committeo, although summoned 
to do so. 

Mr. T. Davie presented report from 
the private bills committee on tho Yule 
Fire Brigade. Received and adopted. 

REFUND. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved for a refund of 
$50 to tho Yale Fire Brigade promoters, 
Seconded by Mr. Martin and carried. 

MEETING OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
Mr. Semlin asked leave to introduce a 
bill entitled "an act to regulate the meet- 
ings of the legislative assembly of British 
Columbia." 

This motion was declared to bo out of 
order, as interfering with the preroga 
atives of tho crown. 

Mr. Soinlin explained the bill in ques- 
tion, and stated that the present session 
was a case in point, which argued the 
necessity of such a measure. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe remarked that the 
object of the hon. member was n good 
ono; but a prerogative of the crown was 
interfered with. A few years ago an hon. 
member from Vale asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill, and it was ruled out of order 
and a resolution was passed instead. It 
was competent for the hon. member to 
bring in a resolution now, although the 
government was bound to carry out tho 
spirit of the resolution that had been 
already passed. 

EXPLANATION. 

Mr. T. Davie explained that some 
papers had boon forwarded to him 
through an oversight.and he had put them 
in his desk. The minister of finance had 
been blamed for an omission which was 
not his fault. 

DE-COSMOS ( ORRESPONDEkcE. 

Hon. Mr. Robson presented a volumin- 
ous bundle of correspondence and tele- 
grams, but he doubted the propriety of 
printing them. 

Mr. T. Davie thought they ought to be 
printed, as the province had paid lor (lieiu. 
jheso wero copies, but the originals were 
not in the provincial secretary's office. 
QUESTION'S AND ANSWERS. 

Mr. John asked, has any person or 
persons made any application or enquiry 
concerning the bonus offered by statute of 
1881 for tho erection of a woollen mill 
within the province/ 

Hon. Mr. Robson replied yes, in L881 
Mr. .James Skim, of New Brunswick, 
enquired if the woollen mill bonus was 
still available. Ho did not know whether 
any reply had been sent to this enquiry. 

NEW WESTMINSTER RAILWAY BILLS 

Again in committee, Mr. Wilson in the 
chair. 

Mr. Poolcy intended to support the 
bill in committee, as ho thought it desir 
ablo th.at all such projects should be en- 
couraged. It would be time enough to 
consider objections that may be raised by 
the Dominion govornrnent hereafter, 
when they arise. 

Mr. Orr considered that the CI'. 1:. 
syndicate had no rights whatevor on this 
aide of the Rocky mountains as the Do- 
minion government wora building the 
line in this province. 

Clause passed on a division. 

Mr. Hftlgesen again spoke against the 
passage of tho bill. 

Mr. Beavcn also made further objec- 
tions. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was surprised at the 
objections raised by the leader of the op- 
position. Last session he gave an enor- 
mous franchise to a company for building 
a railway from Esquima.lt to Nanaimo and 
at the same time that company were in 
communication with capitalists fur the 
sale of it. He was amazed at the auda- 
city of that hon. gentleman standing up 
toopposoa company of gentlemen who 
were not asking a foot of land, but only 
tho privilege of building a line of rail- 
road . 

Mr. Dunsmuir know as much about one 
of tho bills of last session as any of the 
members on the floor nfthehou.se. Be- 
fore the bill referred to by the finance 
minister had passed its second reading, 
ho had boon offered the franchise for 
§50,000. But why the leader of the op- 
position had not obtained such informa- 
tion was more than he,could tell. Tele- 
grams had been sent to the lato govern- 
ment by Sir .John Macdonald and himself 
but what had become of theni ho know 
not. There was something very fishy 
about that transaction. He then iiad all 
the capital necessary for building tho 
Island railroad, but his bill was defeated 
by tho leader of tho opposition, and the 
other bill passed; tho promoters of which 
never had any intention whatever of 
building the road. Ho could endorse 
every word that had been said by his hon. 
friend the finance minister. 

Tho house again divided on clause 10 
when it was declared carried. 

Clauso 14 exempting the company from 
taxation for fivo years, excited consider- 
able debate. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe opposed the taxation 
clauso and thought the house ought not 
to allow it to remain a part of the bill. 

Mr. Martin considered that one year 
after completion was a sufficient length 
of time to exempt from taxation. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was surprised at the 
spirit manifested on this provision of tho 
bill. The Canadian syndicate with their 
enormous plant and lands wero exempted 
from taxation till 1890 and this company 
asked nothing but exemption from taxa- 
tion till the road is finished. 

After some further discussion tin's nnd 
all tho other clauses passed as read. 

Clause 10 was slightly amended, on the 
suggestion of hon. Mr. Davie and the bill 
was reported complete with amendments. 

Mr. Orr wished that the other New 
Westminster railway bill should be taken 
up immediately, as it was very similar to 
tho one just pasaud. 

Hon. Mr. Davio was anxious that the 
county couita bill should be taken up at 
once. 

COUNTY COURTS ACT. 

In committeo, Mr. Duck in the chair. 

On soction Mr. Raybould said he was 
sorry that Nanaimo which was an old 
county court district had been ignored . 
That important district should certainly 
be constituted a county court district. 
Cassiar only possessed a very few voters 
compared with Nanaimo, which had pro- 



bably fivo times the number. Nanaimo 
district has a population of nearly 4000. 
The inconvenience of not having a county 
court judge there was forcibly depicted. 
Ho hoped tho resolution that he was 
about to move would meet with tho sup- 
port of tho house and the government, 
that tho word "Cassiar" be struck out 
and the word " Nanaimo " substituted. 

Mr. Grant opposed tho amendment on 
the grounds that the revenue received 
from Cassiar was almost equal to that of 
Nanaimo. 

Hon. Mr. Davie remarked that Cassiar 
would not be a recommendation of tho 
bill to tho Dominion government as 
there was likely to be but little legal 
business there for some time to come.- It 
would bo no injustice to Cassiar to place 
it on ihe samo basis as Kootenay. He 
was inclined to support the resolution. 

Mr. Grant contended thrt Cassiar had 
been sadly and shamefully neglected in 
past years and he did not think it ought 
to bo deprived of a county court now. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe remarked that it was 
very natural for the lion, gentleman to 
contend for the interests of his district, 
but in another part of the bill such dis- 
tricts were provided for. The Dominion 
government Would not look at Cassiar 
from the point of view of revision to the 
province but upon that contributed to the 
Dominion government Nanaimo was the 
moat important district in the province. 
Mr. Orr— No, no, New Westminster. 
Hon. Mr. Smitlm would not oxcept 
New Westminster although that was a 
very important district. No one would 
say that Nanaimo was less entitled to a 
county court now than it was a few yeais 
ago when there wus one then. 

Mr. Dunsmuir remarked that there was 
more money paid out in the Nanaimo dis- 
trict than any where else in tho province, 
railroad works only excepted. lull is own 
colliery of Wellington there wero at least 
1800 people to say nothing of the city of I 
Nanaimo. He must support the resolu- I 
tion of his hon. colleague. 

Mr. Grant again spoke very emphati- | 
cally about the disgraceful neglect that had 
been shown Cassiar for years past and I 
hoped that neglect would not be con- | 
tinned. He would rather have Cassiar 
added on to Nnnainio than to have it cut 
off altogether. 

Mr. Semlin thought the at tempt to leave I 
Cassiar out would embitter the feeling 
which had unfortunately existed for years 1 
past for it was taking away a cu-inty I 
court from the mainland arid giving it to 
the island. This was his main objection 
to the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe did not for a moment 
think that any hon. gentleman in tho 
house or on the mainland would look at 
this question from s sectional point of 
view. There was only one county court 
provided for in the bill on Vancouver Is- 
land while there wero five for the main- 
land. It had always been considered 
that Cassiar was a part and parcel of the 
island ami Victoria particularly. 

Mr. Gapiraith could soo no reason why 
one of the supremo court judges should | 
not take up his residence in Nanaimo. 

Mr. T. Davie suggested that it would , 
bo better for two or throo hon. gentlemen 
not to monopolize all tho time of the 
house but give others a chance to express 
their opinions. Ho had practiced his pro- i 
f ess ion for a number of years both in Na- 
nuiiuo and Cassiar and might bo presumed 
to know something about the legal wants I 
of both districts. The bill was only an 
alternative one and if tho judges could be 
made tu reside in their several districts 
it would become a doad letter. Justice I 
should be done both Cassiar and Nanni- j 
mo and he thought ilmt might bo brought 
about. He alluded to the fact that the! 
two governments led by Hon. Mr. Walk- i 
em had nersistantjy declined to givo Cas- I 
siar justice when that district had con- 
tributed $25,000 or $20,000 annually to 
the revenue of tho province. Mr. Elliott 
wished to give Cassiar a member at the I 
general election of 1S78 but tho lender of 
the opposition to whom tho member for 
Cassiar wus now so much attached, re. 
fused to allow that important district the 
member in question. 
Mr. Boavon — Thai is all rubbish. 
Mr.T. Davie— No, it ia not rubbish. It 
is perfectly true, tho records of the house 
and the reportr of I he newspapers show 
that it is so. Mr. Armstrong last session 
was opposed to Cassiar having a member 
and said ho would rather not have an- 
other member for New Westminster than 
that, Cassiar should have one. These were 
the men to whom the member for Cas 
siar cling ao persistently now; but what 
could he expect to gain from those gen- 
tlcmon that, as tho member for Cassiar had 
said, had for years so disgracefully ne- 
glected and so shamefully used that dis- 
trict. He thought that if a judge resided 
at Nanaimo ho could hold county court 
from Comox down to Victoria district. 

Mr, Grant rose very excitedly and re- 
ferred to tho difficulty between himself 
and Mr, T. Davie, which occurred a few 
days ago, amid cries of order, order. 

Mr. T. Davie replied to the last 
speaker. 

Mr. Ilelgeson would oppose tho resolu- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought that perhaps 
putting Cassiar with Comox and Nanaimo 
would meet the difficulty, and he hoped 
that would be satisfactory to the members 
from Nanaimo and Cassiar. 

The clause was amended to road Cas- 
siar, Comox and Nanaimo to bo called the 
county court district of Nanaimo, 

The first clause of the bill was amended 
so as to agree with clause 0. 

Section 10 wus amended to include the 
qualifications of county court judges. 
They arc to be barristers of not less than 
seven years standing, and are not to 
practice as conveyancers, etc., while they 
holding positions as judges. 
Section 19 was struck out. 
In clause 21 an additional subsection 
No. JO was added. 

Committee rose after passing this clause 
to sit again at next sitting of tho house. 

Hon. Mr . Smithe moved that at its ! 
rising tho Uouse stand adjourned till 
Thursday next. 

Mr. Semlin hoped that the leader of the 
government would see his way clear to 
adjourn only till Tuesday. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe would willingly con- 
sent to a shorter adjournment if it would 
make a particle of difference in the length 
of the session. But he could assure the 
hon. gentleman that such would not be 
the case, Very important measures would 
have to be submitted to this parliament 
before its prorogation, such as the Island 
railway and Esquimau graving duck. 

Adjournment carried, and houso ad- 
journed accordingly to Thursday next 
at 2 p. in.

CLEMITSON COMMITTEE. 



SHAMFUL SPPRESSION AMD ALTERA- 
TION OF DOCUMENTS BY THE 
LATE GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Humphreys Docllnos to Ap- 
poar beforo tho Oommlttos. 

Tho Clemitson Committee's report is 
somewhat lenghty. They wore appointed 
to enquire why tho claims of R. M. Clem- 
itson, duputy superintendent of educa- 
tion and of British Columbia Express 
Co., waa not paid as ordered by tho re- 
port of the committee of last session. 
Also why tho report waa not published in 
the journals or sessional papers of tho 
house. Tho committeo found nothing at 
varianee with the facts found by the com- 
mittee of last session, but believe that the 
claim made by Mr. Clemitson is 'just, and 
that there was no reason for its non-pay- 
ment. 

The report of the select committee of 
April 20, 1882, was ordered to bo printed 
by resolution of the house as reported by 
Standard and Colonist newspapers, and as 
also appeared in the "votes and proceed- 
ings" laid before the house next day. The 
clerk has also produced the original re- 
port of the select committee appointed to 
enquire into his claims, of which Mr. 
Preston Barnett was chairman, bearing 
his endorsement. 

After the house was prorogued on tho 
21st of April, 1882, Mr. Fell, clerk of the 
house, ordered the government printer in 
writing to alter the notes and proceedings 
ao aa to mako the samo read " tho report 
waa read and received and ordered to be 
printed." Tho notes and proceedings 
were altered accordingly, and the govern- 
ment did not pay tho claim, and it re- 
mains still unsatisfied, 

The speaker, Mr. Williams, denied 
having authorized the alteration, but Mr. 
Fell said he must have had authority 
from some one. 

It appears that on April 24th, 1882, 
the provincial secretary, Mr. Humphreys, 
gavo the order to the government printer 
not to publish the report of tho com- 
mittee in the sessional papers or the 
journals, and the printer made a note of 
the order being an unusual one. 

Mr. Humphrey 'a refused to attend tho 
present committeo, though he made a 
promise to that offout. 

The report is signed by George B. 
Martin, chairman.
